While the law’ vests no power in 
the administrator to fix retail prices, 
he will wield absolute control over 
the retailer by controlling his source 
of mpply. Inspectors will be kept at 
work in all parts of the country in

Every dealer j 
caught in the practice

more than a fair price will be cut off 
from further supplhs.
